The ruga, two ovnl ones 0 by 12 
feet, a round one eight and one- 
holt feet In diameter, nn oval one 
six by nine feet and tour smalli 
throw ruRS. ore atrlps ot woi 
crocheted together wltn a medium 
Rrcen yarn- The ruga at llrst slnncc 
Rive an oil-over pntlcm eltcct ot 
the Rrcen. They are approximately 
three-fourths ot an Inch tlilck and 
arc placed over oponRo rubber pad- 
ding.
